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Spring-Ford schools to open 
Pius to close: teachers strike

signs this morning in front of 
St. Pi us X High School, which* 
will stay closed for the duration 
of the strike voted Tuesday by 60 
per cent of the membership of 
the 
Association 
of Catholic 
Teachers (ACT). 
The Rt. Rev. Msgr. Francis 
Schulte, 
superintendent 
of 
Philadelphia 
Archdiocesan 
schools, announced shortly after 
the strike vote Tuesday that all 
30 Archdiocesan high schools, 
involving 50,000 students, in­ 
cluding 700 at St. Pius, will 
remain closed until there is a 
settlement. 
By 
late Tuesday, no new 
negotiating 
sessions 
were 
scheduled between ACT and the 


Archdiocese, despite a letter 
from 
ACT to Msgr, Schulte 
Tuesday afternoon asking for 
new sessions as soon as possible. 
Spring-Ford 
teachers 
will 
open classes today without a 
contract, and talks will continue 
tonight. 
T u e s d a y 
a f t e r n o o n 
negotiations between the Spring- 
Ford Education Association and 
school board ended after about 
three hours with no agreement.

session before the 239 teachers 
vote Thursday night on whether 
to strike, teach without a con­ 
tract, or accept the board’s 
offer.

“Any time we lose now is 
important,” he said. “If the 
strike lasts long, it could hurt.” 
Mich also said Pius’ field

Despite the deadline, Hallman 
still saw possibilities that Pius 
and Pottstown could play.

Mrs. Ruth Cinaglia, a close 
friend of Bush's parents, is 
opening a savings account today 
at 
the 
National 
Bank 
of 
Boyertown. 
Mrs. Cinaglia said she hopes 
to lessen the financial burden 
connected 
with 
Bush’s 
con­ 
tinuing therapy. Bush’s doctor 
said Tuesday that training now 
is focused on teaching Bush how 


to swallow again. 
According to Bush’s mother, 
Mrs. Edgar Bush, wife of the 
parttime 
Douglass 
(Berks) 
Township patrolman, therapy 
will cost $17 an hour. Since her 
34-year-old son has only been In 
the 
Reading 
Rehabilitation 
Hospital two weeks, she is un­ 
sure of extent of insurance 
coverage. 
She welcomed Mrs. Cinaglia's 
fund Tuesday noting that she 
and her husband are living off 
social security payments. Her 
husband 
is a 
retired 
main­ 
tenance man and has no pen­ 
sion. 


“We’re certainly going to need 
it,” she said. 
After initial therapy, speech 
therapy is expected to begin and 
will 
cost 
$30 for 
an initial 
evaluation and $15 for each 
subsequent session. 
Most 
of 
that 
therapy, 
however, still lies in the future. 
Dr. Russell Youngberg, medical 
director for the rehabilitation 
center, said Bush’s attention 
span 
limits 
the 
amount 
of 
training. 
But as Bush improves and 
regains more of his capacity to 
move, see and hear, new ob­ 
stacles will grow. 


“As the patient gets more 
alert he becomes more aware of 
his 
disability 
and 
he 
gets 
depressed,” the doctor said.

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Genetic scientists may 
reverse aging process 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Scientists studying tiny ‘‘hooks" 
that tie up genetic material 
within cells and make people 
grow old said, they are close to 
finding a chemical that will 
dissolve the bonds and reverse 
the aging process. 
“ I’m not interested in gaining 
five years here and five years 
t h e r e , ” 
said 
Dr. 
Johan 
Bjorksten of Madison, Wts., a 
pioneer in the study of aging. 
“ I’m shooting for the whole 
pot -M 
The “whole pot," he figures, is 
an average life expectancy of 
800 years — the lifespan he said 
was projected by the life in­ 
surance industry If everyone 
could stay as healthy as they are 
at 16. 
He 
added 
that 
scientists 
realistically could hope for only 
10 per cent success, adding 80 
years to everyone’s lifetime. 
Bjorksten told a news con­ 
ference 
at 
the 
American 
Chemical Society meeting that 
aging 
o c c u rs 
when, 
tw o 
molecules in a gene, the basic 
unit of heredity, become hooked 
together by a process called 
cross-linking. 
“ If you put handcuffs, on two 
large men, they are hampered 
by it and they don’t do the work 
they have to do so well,” he 
explained. “Then if a third man 
comes along and you handcuff 
him to the other two, It’s going to 
be even more upsetting.” 


It is the same when molecules 
are linked together in this way, 
he said — the cells that contain 


the molecules do not function as 
well. 
If they are skin cells, the skin 
becomes leathery; if they are 
cells of an artery, the artery 
loses its ability to expand and 
contract with the flow of blood, 
and this may lead to strokes and 
other diseases. 
What scientists need, to find, 
he said, is an enzyme — a 
special kind of chemical — that 
will dissolve the bonds that link 
the molecules together. When 
they find that, he said, they will 
have found a formula to reverse 
the process of aging. 
Already they have found one 
enzyme that seems to work in 
most, cells, he said, but he added 
it will be a miracle if the first 
one they have tested turns out to 
work. 
Rolf Martin, a scientist from 
the City University of New York, 
speculated that with intensive 
research “I think we could have 
the thing done in 5 to 10 years. ” 
He 
p o i n t e d 
out 
t hat 
eliminating cancer as a cause of 
death 
would 
increase 
the 
average lifespan by only two 
years. 
“Fifteen to 20 years is the very 
least we can do for ourselves," 
Martin said. 
Bjorksten and Martin said 
until their research is com­ 
pleted, people can extend their 
lives a few years by healthy 
living. They added that reports 
that Vitamin E slows down the 
aging process have been con­ 
firmed by their research, but 
cautioned against huge doses of 
the vitamin.

¿appear likely that the Expressway link will 
ip ven become reality by 1981. 
í Just look at the increasing number of 
pothole complaints which go unanswered 
each winter. And what about the people in 
Yerkes. That tiny community has become a 
virtual no-man’s land the last two years, 
because the state hasn’t gotten around to 
replacing a condemned bridge across the 
Perkiomen 
Creek. The bridge is the um­ 
bilical cord of that community. 
So federal funds are the only answer. The 
state has to make the federal government 
realize that this is a matter of survival--------- 
Pottstown s survival.

WASHINGTON — It was a tax 
revolt that led to the birth of our 
nation 200 years ago. And in this 
o u r 
B i c e n t e n n i a l 
y e a r , 
Americans are ready to revolt 
again over taxes. 
They are tired of taxes that 
keep going up while government 
services go down. Taxation at 
all levels has jumped 85 per cent 
in the past six years. 
They are tired of tax laws that 
have become too complex to 
understand. It takes 6.000 pages 
of fine print to list all the rules 
and regulations. Two our of 
every five taxpayers require 
professional help to figure out 
what they owe. So on top of the 
tax burden, they have to pay 
accountants’ 
and 
attorneys' 
fees. 
Americans are also tired of 
unfair taxes. The rich usually 
pay less than their fair share. At 
least 3,000 affluent Americans, 
with 
annual 
incomes 
over 
150,000, have been paying no 
federal income taxes at all. 
The people are tired of paying 
the taxes of big corporations. 
M ost 
oil 
co m p an ies, 
for 
example, pay only a fraction of 
the corporate tax rate. A dozen 
major corporations have been 
paying absolutely no corporate 
tax. Yet they have been ringing 
up substantial earnings. Other 
taxpayers,

must 
make up the taxes that these 
corporations don’t pay. 
This year, Congress promised 
to reform the tax laws.

Agents-in-Charge 
to 
execute 
illegal 
assignments. 
Whenever he read something 
critical of the Bureau his blood 
pressure rose to an alarming 
height and he swore that certain 
w riters and editors “ are out to 
get me.” He determined to get 
them first by ordering intensive, 
time-wasting investigations of 
private lives. 
His searing contempt for Dr. 
Martin Luther King was based 
on miscegenation and Dr. King’s 
public criticism of the FBI. In 
anger, Hoover had the tenacity 
of an overage bulldog. Right or 
wrong, he hung on. 
Reporter Jam es McCartney 
exposed the moral weakness of 
the press when he said: "It was 
impossible for me to conceive 
that the Chicago Daily News 
was willing to print an expose 
that the FBI was a rotten 
organization.” Either way, this 
supports public suspicion that 
the press is not unbiased. 
Hoover wreaked vengeance on 
reporters who used the FBI for 
information, but who refused to 
be used by Hoover in a quid pro 
quo. Jack Nelson of the Los 
Angeles Times tried to do an 
investigative report of the FBI - 
which amounts to probing the 
probers - and found that Hoover 
shut his newspaper off from all 
information. 
By late 1971, J. Edgar Hoover 
became erratic. 
He devoted 
more time to being vengeful 
toward his enemies than to

Abducted girl, 13, 
missing 6 months, 
found in dungeon 


PORT 
MOODY, 
Canada 
(UPI) — A 13-year-old girl, 
found starved and weak in a 
dungeon beneath a neighbor’s 
garage where she was kept for 
six months, told her abductor in 
a note she knew God would free 
her, Police said Tuesday. 
A 43-year-old 
man, 
whom 
police said was well known to 
the girl and her family, was 
arrested and was expected to 
face charges of kidnaping and 
rape. 
His 
home 
had 
been 
searched 
several 
times 
following her disappearance, 
police said, but the dungeon— 
originally built as an air-raid 
shelter beneath the garage— 
was not found. 


Police said the girl, Abby 
Drover, had been frequently 
abused during her ordeal and 
was sometimes left alone for as 
long as two weeks in the 10-by-7 
foot room 1® feet underground. 
So weak she could hardly walk, 
she was taken to a hospital for 
treatment and 
an emotional 
reunion with her family and then 
her mother took her and her two 
sisters into seclusion. 
In a note scrawled on pink 
letter paper to the kidnaper 
while she was a prisoner, the 
girl wrote, “ God has helped me 
so far and He will help me to the 
finish. God works in mysterious 
ways but what He does is right. ” 
The girl disappeared on her 


way to school March 10. An 
intensive searrh of the area, 
about 13 miles east of Van­ 
couver, failed to find her. Fears 
were expressed she had been 
murdered. 
Sunday night two uniformed 
police officers were called to a 
house near the girl’s home 
following a domestic complaint, 
They saw a man coming out of 
a hole in the floor of a garage 
behind the house. When they 
investigated, they found the girl 
in the tiny chamber underneath. 
The dugout also contained a bed 
and chains. 
“She was in a pitiful state 
p h y s ic a lly ,” 
the 
police 
spokesman said. “ But she was 


very alert mentally — we were 
amazed at her mental con­ 
dition” 
Port Moody Police Chief Len 
McCabe said the only access to 
her dungeon was through a trap 
door under a cupboard. 


“The room 
was made of 
cement block, there were no 
windows and the door was 
padded. We were told it was 
built as an air raid shelter,’' he 
said. “There was a portable 
toilet in there but for long 
periods there wasn’t any one 
around to empty ft. 


“She was left alone for periods 
up to two weeks over these 
months.

Nuclear waste is 
cause for concern, 
U.S. study warns

The report, urged more ad­ 
m inistrative and policy reforms, 
saying many problems can be 
solved but that the last chance 
for such correctve action may 
be at hand. 
Radioactive wastes that must 
be sealed away from mankind 
and 
the 
environment 
for 
thousands or even millions of 
y e a r s 
al ready 
are 
“ an 
unavoidable consequence of our 
nuclear age,” the report said. 
It said approximately half a 
million tons of highly radioac­ 
tive waste and millions of cubic 
feet of less dangerous 
“low 


level” atomic debris — all but a 
fraction of it produced during 
three decades of nuclear weapon 
programs — must be dealt with 
immediately. 


The report was prepared for 
the 
Energy 
R esearch 
and 
Development Administration bz 
Mason Wlllrlch, a University of 
Virginia 
law 
professor 
who 
worked on it this summer at the 
M assachusetts 
Institute 
of 
T e c h n o l o g y ’ s 
e n e r g y 
laboratory. A Sept. 1 draft of the 
report 
was 
obtained 
and 
released Tuesday by consumer 
activist Ralph Nader. 


“We 
are concerned 
about 
radioactive waste because it is a 
potential radiological hazard to 
man and other and forms od 
life,” the report said. 
” If a human being is exposed 


to 
ex cessiv e 
am ounts 
of 
radiation, 
depending 
on 
the 
circumstances, 
the 
harmful 
effects 
may 
be 
immediate 
radiation-induced 
cancer, 
radiation-induced 
gen etic 
change which may affect sub­ 
sequent generations, or tem­ 
porary ill health followed by 
complete recovery." 


That, the report said, is why it 
is so important to find effective 
ways of storing such wastes as 
piutonium, which loses only half 
its radioactivity in 24,000 years. 


“Thus far, the U.S. govern­ 
ment’s record of management 
has 'been marred in a sufficient 
number of instances to be a 
cause of concern," the report 
said. 
It said 18 leaks from high level 
waste storage tanks at Handord, 


Aash., have poured more than 
430,000 gallons of waste into the 
ground. The hazard there "will 
remai n 
for 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of years." it said, 
even though no deaths or in­ 
juries have been reported so far. 


The 
reports’s 
key 
recom­ 
mendation was that a national 
radioactive waste authority he 
established to take over all 
managment of nuclear garbage. 


It urged that NRC establish a 
c o m p r e h e n s i v e 
w a s t e 
management regulatory policy, 
and said ERDA should continue 
research on the best, storage 
methods. 
"Thus, we have an oplortunity 
— perhaps our last clear chance

Schools open with busing, strikes

It was reading, writing and 
’nthmetic — not raving, rioting 
and resistance — as schools in 
several cities across the nation 
opened Tuesday under the kind 
of 
court-ordered

plans that have caused havoc in 
recent years. 
In 
Louisville, 
Ky., 
where 
aotihusing 
protests 
and

bombing marked the weekend, 
classes Tuesday opened nor­ 
mally. 
In 
Boston, 
almost a 
symbol of resistance to busing 
for the past two years, officials 
expected 
less 
tension, 
when, 
students board buses to start 
classes Wednesday. 
Aside 
from 
troubles 
over 
busing, the teachers’ strikes 
that have signaled the return to 
school in recent years broke out 
again 
in 
numerous 
cities, 
Teachers’ spokesmen expected 
even more strikes this year 
because of cutbacks in school 
budgets 
Teachers went on strike on 
Tuesday in Seattle, Manchester, 
N.H., 
and 
Buffalo, 
N Y . 
In 
Boston, teachers voted down a 
contract offer but held off on a 
walkout until at least October. 
On the busing front, officials 
reported no major difficulties in 
L o u i s v i l l e , 
S t . 
L o u i s , 
Milwaukee, Omaha and Dayton, 
Ohio. 
In most cases, the resistance 
of past years seemed to settle 
into grudging accptance. 
There 
have 
been 
some 
peaceful 
demonstrations 
in 
Louisville since schools opened 
last Wednesday but no major 
troubles such 
as those that 
disrupted schools themselves in 
the first year of court-ordered 
busing in the 1975-76 school year. 
A protest in which 18 persons 
were arrested: Sunday and a 
minor bombing in a high school 
Monday had set the stage for 
possibly greater troubles but, 
said Jefferson County school 
officials, they didn’t materialize 
as classes resumed Tuesday. 
In Boston, a large force of' 
police will be on duty around 
Boston’s most troubled schools 
Wednesday, 
though 
officials 


cautiously predict calm for the 
third

of

in te g ra tio n . 
'Unlike the past two years, 
there has been little buildup of 
antibusing activity in the poor 
predominantly 
Irish 
neigh­ 
borhoods where opening days 
have 
been 
d isrup ted 
by 
demonstrations and occasional 
violence. 
“ We share a sense that this 
year will be quieter than the 
preceding years," Mayor Kevin 
H. White said Tuesday. “ There 
is a mood in the city of getting 
the bitterness and tension of the 
past two openings behind us.” 
This year — almost identical 
to last year — about 25,000 of the 
75,000 public school children are 
scheduled to ride buses. 
In Omaha, officials had an­ 
ticipated some bus scheduling 
muddles as part, of the usual 
first-day-of-school 
confusion. 
They occurred; but no major 
difficulties

implementing the plan involving 
about 9.300 students. 
That does not mean busing

But he said its 
experiments failed to produce 
any of the carbon-based, or 
organic, molecules which are 
found in every living thing on 
earth. 
If 
Viking 
2 finds organic 
molecules, he said, "That would 
do it for us." as far as con­ 
clusions about the existence of 
life on Mars. 
Viking 2’s scooping arm has 
been tested and is not expected 
to have any of the problems that

Viking 1. 
Viking 2 will begin an organic 
chemistry analysis probe of the 
soil sample on Sept. 17, and 
scientists say that by Sept. 20 
they may have an answer to 
whether life exists on Mars. 
Meantime, project engineers 
said Tuesday the radio blackout 
that silenced Viking 2 during its 
Mars landing resulted from a 
short circuit that blew a fuse in 
the power supply to crucial 
gyroscopes. 
The diagnosis was based on an 
exhaustive reconstruction of the 
descent by the Viking lander 


Friday when contact was lost 
with it. 
John Slonsky, of the orbiter 
analysis 
and 
perform ance 
group, said the cause of the 
short was not known. The effect, 
he explained, 
was 
that the 
gyroscopes that hold the Viking 
orbiter ship steady stopped, and: 
'the orbiter — which was acting 
as a radio relay station for the 
descending lander — wandered 
out of position. Thus messages 
sent 
by the 
lander weren’t 
aimed at Earth and were not 
received. 
It only took a half second for 
the craft’s computer to switch to 
extra gyros, said Slonsky, but 
that was long enough for the 
orbiter to lose its position. 
"We may never know exactly 
what part failed," said Slonsky. 
The orbiter has since been 
restored to its proper position, 
said

Manager 
Jim 
Martin, but care is being taken 
not to jar it by any maneuvers 
that could cause a recurrence of 
the problem. 
Martin noted that such

anticipated and that was why

Dog catching plan 


Borough experiments with alternative to dart gun

The Pottstown inspections 
director suggested that an 
alternative to the dart gun 
for rounding up stray dogs is 
the use of a female dog in 
heat to attract males on the 
prowl. 
Carroll 
M attingly, 
in­ 
spections director, said that 
as long as the females are not 
used 
to 
lure 
dogs 
from 
houses, then the alternative 
is useful and humane. 
"I see nothing wrong with 
it at all. We’ve been doing 
it,” Mattingly said. 


According 
to 
Mattingly, 
the female-in-heat method is 
not used routinely, but when 
it is used, dog catching is 
easier. 
“You catch her first and 


put her in the back of the 
truck, and then the whole 
pack just moves right in,” 
Mattingly said. 


The 
inspections 
depart­ 
ment and the dog catcher, 
Leon Favors, have 
been 
wrestling with a method of 
rounding up strays since they 
were sharply criticized for 
alleged inhumane practices 
at the past borough council 
meeting. 


A citizen had protested the 
use of a tranquil king dart 
gun since the gunshot wound 
used to stun her pet resulted 
in the dog’s death. 


Since then the SPCA has 
com e 
out 
again st 
the 
tranquilizer 
dart, 
while 
several area veterinarians 
said they frowned on it but 


thought it was the best of a 
bad choice of alternatives. 
The use of female dog 
lures, 
however, 
was 
not 
p r e v io u sly 
m en tion ed , 
though it has proven useful, 
according to Favors. 


The only problem is that 
the male dogs are more 
likely to turn on the dog 
catcher. 


“I prefer to do it late at 
night,” Favors said. 


He said at night, he has 
less people to contend with, 
which 
is 
a 
doge ate her’s 
nemesis. Angry pet owners 
are more of a threat than a 
male dog deprived of his 
female in heat, he said. 


The trick is to capture the 
female 
first 
The 
suitors 
follow in short order. 


Another 
com plication, 
however, is that Favors may 
encounter a female at night 
being followed by a dozen 
dogs. But when he takes her 
away 
to 
the 
truck, 
the 
commotion can 
arouse 
a 
greater number. 


“You start with 10 dogs 
and soon you end up with 20 
chasing along.” 


Enticement is what many 
pet owners call it. So Favors 
puts off the animal coun­ 
terpart to granny patrols 
until fall, he said. 


“I use this method in the 
fall when the kids go back to 
school. The kids are inside 
then doing their homework 
and I can do it better with 
less of a problem,” Favors 
said. 


“I’ll be out at nighttime 
then.” 


According to Favors, dogs 
come into heat at no par­ 
ticular season. Each female 
will be ready for mating 
twice a year and at that time 
her instincts alert any male 
dogs on the prowl. 


“If I catch her, then I can 
get the whole pack. 
But 
enticing a dog to break away 
from his home is the only bad 
part about it.” 


M attingly 
agreed 
the 
system is nearly foolproof, 
but is still subject to abuse. 


“There’s 
nothing 
wrong 
with it but we re not going to 
go down to Rosedale Drive 
and drag the female dog 
through the neighborhood,” 
Mattingly said.

Carter blasts Ford for retaining FBI director 


By The Associa ted Press 
D em ocratic presidential 
nominee Jimmy Carter invoked 
the memory of Richard M. 
Nixon in asserting Tuesday that 
wrongdoing by Republican big 
shots has led other Americans to 
conclude that they, too, can get 
away with breaking the law. 
Throughout the second day of 
his hunt for votes in the Nov. 2 
elect ion, Ca rter criticized 
President Ford’s decision to 
keep Clarence M. Kelley as 
director of the FBI, despite his 
receipt of gifts from subor­ 
dinates and $355 worth of 
govern ment-supplie 
window 
decor. 
Carter said that as president 
he would have fired Kelley. But 
he wouldn’t say whether, if he 


wins the election, he will in fact 
dismiss the FBI chief next year. 
“I will cross that bridge if I 
come to it,” Carter said. 
Meanwhile, Ford said he 
welcomed the decision of 
Communist Vietnam to reveal 
the fate of 12 missing American 
airmen — all said to have been 
killed. 
Ford said, however, that it 
was only a beginning on the 
promise of Hanoi to provide 
inform ation on m issin g 
Americans. He said there can be 
no normal relations with the new 
rulers of Vietnam until all 
missing American fighting men 
are accounted for. 
Carter’s vice presidential 
running mate criticized Ford for 
remaining at his White House 


desk, " p ra c tic in g being 
President,” instead of cam ­ 
paigning. 
Carter hunted votes in New 
York City, Groton, Conn., and 
Philadelphia. 
In a predominantly Italian- 
American neighborhood in 
North Philadelphia, Carter said 
he will not back away from his 
opposition to a constitutional 
amendment to forbid abortion, 
or permit states to do so, even 
though he is personally opposed 
to abortion. 
Turning to the FBI, Carter 
said director Kelley “ was 
caught having government 
employes, with mine and your 
tax money, decorate his home. 
“So President Ford had the 
attorney general investigate. 
Ehrlichman ordered to start sentence 
WASHINGTON <UPI( - John 
D. Ehrlichman, once a top 
WHITE House aide to Richard 
M. Nixon, Tuesday was ordered 
to surrender Jo federal officials 
Sept. 17 and begin serving up toi 
five years for a break-in at the 
office of Daniel Ells berg’s 
psychiatrist. 
Judge Gerhard A. .Gesell 
revoked Ehrlichman’s bond and 
ordered him to serve his sen­ 
tence of 20 months to five years. 
Once one of the nation’s most 
powerful men, Ehrlichman 
must report to the U.S. marshal 
here or to the warden of the 
Federal Prison Camp at Saf- 
ford, Ariz., where the Bureau of 
Prison has ordered him con­ 
fined. 
The bearded Ehrlichman has 
been living in New Mexico, 
writing novels and providing 
legal advice to Indians. He 
previously was a land-use at­ 


torney in Seattle. 
Ehrlichman, spotted by a UPI 
reporter in Sarta Fe as he was 
entering a bookstore and asked 
about Gesell’s order, said, “I 
have no comment.” 
The head of the so-called 
"Plumbers U it” in the White 
House. Ehrlichman was con­ 
victed July 12, 1974, of con- 
spirino to violate the civl rights 
of Dr. Lew is F ield in g, 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
Ellsberg had been standing 
trial for violating the top secret 
embargo on the Pentagon 
Papers and releasing them to 
the news media. When word of 
the White House-sanctioned 
break-in came to light, the case 
against Ellsberg was dismissed. 
Ehrlichman, the No. 2 man on 
Nixon’s staff until forced to 
resign, also was convicted on 
Jan. 1, 1975 of one count of 
conspiracy, one count of ob­ 


struction of justice, and two 
counts of making false 
declarations to a grand jury. He 
had denied being able to 
remember various facts in the 
Watergate break-in and cover- 
up.Ehrlichman, who has been 
appealing both decisions, has 
served no time in jail. 
He has an appeal pending at 
the U.S. SQUPREME Court, 
which returns Oct. 4 from its 
summer recess. 
Gesell said he was revoking 
the bond because Ehrlichman’s 
c o n v i c t i o n has " b e e n 
unanimously approved on ap­ 
peal and rehearing ... dened...” 
by the Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Erhlichman was accused by 
the W a t e r g a t e s p e c i a l 
prosecutors’ office of being 
involved in the planning of the 
break-in at Fielding’s office ina 
bid to discredit Ellsberg.

(Kelley) did it. Then President 
Ford said, ‘Well, let’s let him 
stay where he is. ’ 
“When people throughout the 
country, particularly young 
people, see Richard Nixon 
cheating, lying, leaving the 
highest office in disgrace 
...when you see the head of the 
FBI break a little law and stay 
there,it gives everybody the 
sense that crime must be okay,” 
Carter said. 
He said people ask themselves 
“If big shots in Washington can 
get a way with it, why can’t I?” 
There was no direct mention 
of the pardon Ford granted to 
Nixon, which Carter has said he 
will not raise as an issue. 


President Ford stayed home, 
signing two bills with more than 
customary fanfare. His overt 
campaigning was by recorded 
television broadcast. The Ford 
orgaization purchased 30 
minutes of network TV time for 
rebroadcast of Ford’s Kansas 
City speech accepting the 
R e p u b lic an p re sid e n tia l 
nomination. 
Ford doesn’t plan to go 
campaigning on the road until 
next week, when he will appear 
at the University of Michigan at 
Ann Arbor, a spokesman said 
the exact date is still not known. 
He also said that will be Ford's 
only trip of the week. 
Democratic vice presidential 
nominee Walter F. Móndale 


campaigned in Los Angeles, 
promising that a Carter ad­ 
m inistration would fight 
unemployment “by increasing 
public jobs” if necessary. 
The Minnesota senator toured 
construction union hiring halls 
and said the Federal Reserve 
Board should increase the 
money supply so as to lower 
interest rates and make more 
funds avabile for borrowers. 
Móndale said public jobs 
would include the construction 
of streets, sewers and housing 
for people of low and moderate 
incomes. He didn’t say how 
much that would cost. He said it 
could be financed with “money 
that is now being wasted” on 
unemployment compensation, 
food stamps and welfare.

All told, the strikes affected 
5,507 teachers and 134.768 pupils 
across the state. 
Most schools were scheduled 
to open Wednesday and Thur­ 
sday 
but in 
some districts, 
where negotiations continued, 
opening was delayed up to a 
week to permit talks to continue. 
The 
Philadelphia 
public 


school settlement, reached after 
a 11-nig h 1 
ba rg aining 
session, 
affected 
14,000 teachers 
and 
8.000 aides and secretaries. 


The pact, providing for the 
first pay hike to be paid next 
February, 
was 
swiftly 
and 
overw helm ingly 
ratified 
by 
m em bers of the Philadelphia 
Federation of Teachers. The 
285.000 pupils report Thursday. 


The contract provides a 6 per 
cent pay hike Feb. 1 plus 2 per 
cent more in fringes, another 3 
per cent in pay next Sept. 1 and 
5.5 per cent in salary and 2 per 
cent in fringes Feb. 1,1978. 
Teacher salaries now range 
from a starting $8,900 for those 
with 
a 
bachelor's degree to 
$22,600 for those with more than 


10 years' experience 
and 
a 
doctorate. 
The school board estimated 
the agreement would cost $12 
million next year and another 
$45.9 million in the second school 
year. 


The current school 
budget 
shows a shortage of $66 million, 
and there was no indication 
where the additional funds to 
pay for the new contract would 
be obtained. 


Only City Council can raise 
taxes and last spring it imposed 
the largest single increase ever 
In real estate and wage taxes to 
wipe out a $150 million deficit. 
Mayor Frank L. Rizzo had in­ 
dicated

was no 
more 
money available for the schools.

Today some experts play 
that the man who responds 
two-©ver-one prom ises a 
rebid The Jacobys play that 
he promises a rebid except 
when opener merely rebids to 
two of his own suit. We strong­ 
ly recommend this course of 
action 


In the old days the two- 
notrump rebid was supposed 
to show 16 or 17 high-card 
points. Modern experts and 
today's teachers have given 
this up and merely use it to 
show a hand that looks right 
for notrump play. 
South has a minimum open­ 
ing. but a proper two-notrump 
rebid North is a trifle unhap­ 
py about the fact that his two- 
diarnond resp o n se had 
scraped the bottom of the 
barrel, but since he had 
prom ised to rebid over 
anything but two spades he 
goes on to game. 
East takes his ace of hearts 
and leads the suit back. South 
wins in his hand and goes after 
diamonds West wins the se­ 
cond or third diamond with his 
ace and clears the heart suit. 
South runs the diamonds to 
give him six tricks in and then 
considers the black suits. He 
has a two-way finesse for the 
queen of clubs If he takes it 
against East, all will be 
sunshine and he will win the 
rubber. If he goes wrong, he 
will be set But certainly the 
game contract turned out to 
be a good one.

BALTIMORE (AP) — Ted 
Marchibroda was rehired as 
coach of the Baltimore Colts 
Tuesday, ending a two-day 
confrontation 'between players 
and assist ant coaches on one 
side and the National Football 
League club's top officials on the 
other. 
In a brief statement to 
reporters at the team’s St. 
Marys Seminary training camp, 
Marchibroda said be had been 
given “full control of football 
m atters'' on the Colts and that 
his contract, due to expire at the 
end of the iff! season, had been 
extended another year. 
“ But the prime thing is not 
that Ted Marchibroda is back," 


the coach said. “It’s that the 
team is united and ready to play 
football. ” 
He refused to answ er 
■questions or elaborate on what 
he meant by full control. 
General Manager Joe Thomas 
also declined to elaborate on the 
matter 
Marchibroda, chosen NFL 
Coach of the Year last season 
after directing the Colts to a 104 
record and the American 
Conference Eastern Division 
title, had announced his 
resignation Sunday because of 
what he said was interference In 
running the ball club on the field 
from. Thom,as and Robert Irsay, 
the team owner. 


The action came after Irsay, 
who purchased the club in 1072 
and suffered through three 
miserable season 'before the 1975 
turnaround, stormed into the 
Colts’ locker room after l 
preseason loss to Detroit and 
berated both the players and 
Marchibroda. 
When M archibroda an­ 
nounced he was quitting, the 
players* led by quarterback 
Bert Jones and running back 
Lydell Mitchell, joined in sup­ 
port of their coach and called on 
Thomas and Irsay to bring him 
back. 
At least: two assistant coaches, 
defensive coordina tor M a Me 
Raughan and offensive line 


coach Whitey Dovell, hinted 
they would quit if Marchibroda 
was not re hired. 
A statement Issued by the 
Colts said M archlbroda’s 
re hiring was a "m utual 
agreement of all parties In­ 
volved”—the coach, Thomas 
and Irsay. 
"It was a mutual agreement 
and it wasn't easy,” Irsay said 
in an Interview from the Skokie. 
111., office of his air conditioning 
company. 
“I gave my word there would 
be no interference from 
management and Ted can hire 
and fire players and coaches. He 
is back with the team: today and 
everything is ironed out.” 


Irsay said he and Mar­ 
chibroda had settled their dif­ 
ferences in a six-hour meeting 
Monday. Thomas said! he also 
met with the coach Tuesday 
b efo re the reh irin g an­ 
nouncement was made. 
While not directly addressing 
Marchibroda's complaint of 
interference, Thomas said he 
and the coach always discussed 
moves affecting the team. 
“Sometimes he has to give in, 
sometimes I have to give in,” 
Thomas said. Marchibroda was 
rehired, he added, “because you 
have to think about what's going 
to be best for the football club. 
We owe it to the players and1 fans 
"to put. the best, team on the 


field.” 
Thomas, who acknowledged 
he taked briefly with one 
unidentified .person about taking 
over the coaching Job, said 
Tuesday the test of wills in­ 
volving the players, coaches and 
management could make the 
Colts a better football team. 
The general manager, whose 
rapid shuffling of veteran 
players after being brought in 
by Irsay was blamed by some 
for the Colts’ precipitous 
decline, added that as far as he 
was concerned the matter was 
closed, 
“One thing you have to learn 
in life—you can ’t c a rry 
anim osities,”' Thomas said.

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Keys to Pennhurst facility 


may be the burn 'weapon' 


E m bree v lile Si a te Polic * 
investigating the mysterious 
burning of three patients at 
Pennhurst State School and 
Hospital said Tuesday the im­ 
print on the residents* skin may 
have been caused by a key to one 
of the hospital facilities. 
Sgt. Joseph Monville, in 
charge of crim inal in­ 
vestigation, said the key may 
have been four inches in length 
and a half inch across at the 
blade. 
“It would be the type of key 
associated with the hospital,** he 
said,Police have no suspects in the 
Labor Day incident in which 
three patients of the New 
Horizon building, ages 22, 37 and 
42. received burn marks on their 
backs. 
“We’re hoping the police 
discover how the marks came 
about," said Dr. C. Duane 
Y oungber g, P e n nh u r s t 
superintendent. “Although the 
markings look like they were 
caused by burning we’re not 
sure.’* 
Younberg did not elaborate on 
what instrument may have been 
used in imprinting marks on the 
backs of two patients and the 
shoulder of a third. 
The residents have been 
patients at the hospital several 
years, according to Youngberg. 
They were transferred to the 
new building along with SO other 
patients while their former 
facilities were being renovated. 
The patients have been at the 
building a month. 


Security for the patients, the 
lowest functioning residents of 
the school, is less than for other 
areas within the hospital 
complex, said a Pennhurst of­ 
ficial. Most of the security at 
New Horizon is provided by 
mental retardation aides 
(MRAs) who assist nurses. 
“There were at least four 
MRAs on duty throughout the 
night," said Youngberg. 
Police said the incident oc­ 
curred between 11 p.m. Sunday 
and 8:40 a.m. Monday. While 
making her rounds an MRA 
discovered the markings, and 
following hospital policy, 
reported to the nurse. 
The patients did not have the 
marks when they were 
showered Monday night, a 
spokesman said. 
From the nursing station, 
supervisors of the patients have 
a clear view of the two dor- 
mitiories in which the incident 
took place. “They can see the 
entire sleeping area of the two 
wa rd s. "Younberg explained. 
Some 25 patients share the 
same room. 
Youngberg said nurses using 
the station cannot see into the 
corridors and routine duties 
often force them to leave the 
station. There are periods 
throughout the night that 
patients are not observed. 
The patients can’t com­ 
municate because of their low 
functioning level. However, they 
can make vocal noises. Because 
of their development, the 
superintendent said it would not 


be uncommon for the residents 
not to cry out if burned. 
Youngberg did not rule out the 
possibility that other patients 
may have been involved in the 
marking. Yet residents have no 
access to matches or lighters 
and are very dependent on other 
persons. 
There is a stove in the area. 
However, it is locked away, said 
Youngberg. 
Although the hospital has 
never used a polygraph test to 
gain information from em­ 
ployes, Youngberg said he 
would fully cooperate within- 
vestigating authorities if they 
deemed it necessary. 
“1 don’t think we’re near that 
stage of the investigation." said 
Youngberg, “but if it comes to 
that it would have to be a strictly 
volunteer procedure” 
Police said they would use the 
lie detecting device if the 
hospital requested it, cautioning 
test results could not be used as 
evidence in courts and the fin­ 
dings would not be mode public. 
“If a person declines to take 
the test we have to abide by his 
wishes," said Sgt. Monville. 
Dr. Youngberg said it was 
ironic the incident occurred in 
the New Horizon building. “It’s 
one of the safest designed 
buildings in the complex perfect 
for the needs of low functioning 
patients," Younberg said. 
“The patients are among the 
most physically non-aggressive 
persons in the entire hospital," 
he added.
